sho tg u n 
charg e 
thro u g h the 
heart, 
self-inflicted 
and with 
su icidal intent. 
The co ro ner’s v erdict assig ned 
no mo tiv e fo r su icide. 
Principal witness at the in­ 
qu est was Orv al W. Barber o f 
Indianapo lis, o ne o f fo u r Indi­ 
anapo lis perso ns who were the 
Su nday g u ests o f Mr. and Mrs. 
Mo ck. 
Barber 
testified 
th at Mo ck 
seemed in the best o f spirits o n 
that day . The Indianapo lis man 
stated that he had repaired a 
clo ck which Mo ck had asked him 
to fix and th at o ne o f the co m­ 
missio ners's last acts was to take 
the clo ck u p to his ro o m and re­ 
po rt that it was still ru nning .
